WOULD LEAVE CITY 
_____ 
But a Writ of Attachment is Serv­ 
ed and Their Goods will 
Be Held. 


STAMPS 
Ml'ST BE 
REDEEMED. 


Merchants are .Much Wrought up 
Over the Matter and they will 
Demand Their Rights. 
It seeaw that the Red Stamp busi­ 
ness is going the way it has gone in 
many other cities in the state of 
Minnesota, but the business men of 
the city are alive on the issue and 
do not intend to be buncoed. 
It is understood that the company 
has asked to be released from their 
contracts in this city, but none 
of the merchants who went in on the 
deal are willing to release them 
until ail the stamps that are now 
out are redeemed. The Red Stamp 
outfit came to this city early last 
fall, rented a big store room in the 
Gruenhagen building and installed a 
stock of goods here that would make 
the most pretentious look green with 
envy. Then they started out and 
began to dispose of the stamps, and 
a large number of the merchants 
took them,as it looked like a fair deal 
if the Red Stamp company would 
hold up its end of the bargain. 
The scheme was for these mer­ 
chants to give a stamp awav with 
every ten cents purchased, and when 
the customer had collected enough 
stamps representing the value of 
any of the articles kept in the Red 
Stamp store, thev could go there and 
get them. Of course the Red Stamp 
people got their money out of the 
scheme by selling the stamps to the 
merchants, for which they got one- 
hall cent apiece, or 50 cents a hun­ 
dred. 
The merchants that are in on the 
deal, seem to be satisfied so far, but 
they do not intend that the outfit 
will leave the city until they are 
satisfied that every agreement has 
been lived up to. 
Of course the people who bought 
goods at one of these stores and re­ 
ceived stamps, are not out anything 
for they got the goods at the same 
price that they would pay for them, 
with or without the additional over­ 
tures, in the way of premiums. The 
merchants are the ones who will be 
the losers, unless the company re­ 
deems the stamps that have been 
sold to them. 
It does seem queer after all the 
experience these Red Stamp people 
have had throughout the state, how 
they can get into a town like Brain- 
erd. It simply means that the mer­ 
chants. who went in on the deal, 
promised to pay to them 5 per cent, 
of their sales on which stamps are 
cilled for. Of course, at some of 
tie stores, while the stamps were 
there they were not called for, so 
this particular merchant is not out 
much. It is fair of the merchants of 
the city, however, to state that none 
of their customers have been the 
losers in the deal, but unless the 
stamps are redeemed from them they 
will be the losers, besides having 
taken considerable time with the 
matter. 
This afternoon a writ of attach­ 
ment was served oo the representa­ 
tives of the Red Stamp company in 
this city in the name of S. R. Adair, 
and their goods will tie held. A suit 
for damages will be brought by the 
merchants of the city unless the 
s la m ps a re redeemed.
